Best results can only be achieved if you 
use the yarn recommended. When you 
buy your yarn, it is best to buy the full 
amount at one time to avoid variations 
in dyelots. 

Two No. 12 and two No. 1 1 BEEHIVE 
of MILWARD DISC needles. 2 stitch- 
holders. 2 yards (182 cm) narrow 
ribbon and 4 buttons for Coat, i yard 
(46 cm) narrow ribbon each for Mitts 
and Bootees. 

How to check your tension 

Before you knit this design check your 

tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 1 1 needles, cast on 
15 sts. and work in stocking stitch — 
1 row knit; 1 row purl— for 19 rows.

Cast off; press lightly on wrong side. 
The tension should be 15 sts. and 19 
rows over 2 in. (5 cm) and the finished 
square should measure 2 in. (5 cm) 
each way. 

If the square is bigger your work is too 
loose; try a size finer needle. If it is 
smaller your work is too tight; try a 
size larger needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in 
stocking stitch, you will knit naturally 
to the correct tension for any stitch in 
this booklet. 

If you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in stocking stitch, 
corresponding alterations must be 
made to the needles throughout. 

These garments have been specialty 



designed for the size given and it is 
regretted that no adaptations are 
available. 

Abbreviations 

K. = knit; P. = purl; st. = stitch; sl.= 

slip; y.fwd. = yarn forward; y.r.n.= 
yarn round needle; y.o.n. = yarn on 
needle; p.s.s.o. = pass slip stitch over; 
tog. = together; dec. = decrease by 

working 2 stitches together; beg.= 
beginning; alt. = alternate; rep. = re- 
peat. 

patt. = pattern; in. = inches; cm = 
centimetres; mm = millimetres; M.2 = 
make 2 stitches by knitting into front 
and back of stitch made on previous 
row. 

L. 15 = (insert right hand needle in next 
St. as if to K., wrap yarn 3 times round 
point of needle and draw through 
allowing st. on left hand needle to 
drop) 15 times. 

P. 15 tog. = allowing wrapped-over sts. 
to drop, slip 15 sts. purlways on to 
right hand needle, then pass these 15 
long sts. back on to left hand needle, 
P.l 5 tog. 

Coat 

BACK 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 104 sts. 
and work 3 rows in garter stitch (every 
rowK.). 

Work in patt. as follows: — 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — K.2, * P.15, K.2, rep. from 
* to end. 

3rd row — K.2, y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.u., K.ll, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
rep. from * to end. 

4th row— K.2, ♦ M.2, K.13, M.2, 

K.2, rep. from * to end. 

5th row— K.2, * (y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o.) twice, K.9, (K.2 tog., y.fwd.) 
twice, K.2, rep. from * to end. 

6th row- K.2, * M.2, K.l, M.2, K.ll, 

M. 2, K.l, M.2, K.2, rep. from * to end. 
7th row— K. 

8th row-K.2, * P.3, L.15, P.3, K.2, 
rep. from to end. 

9th row— K.2, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l, y.r.n., P.15 tog. 
(see abbreviations), y.o.n., K.l, y.fwd., 
K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, rep. from * to 
end. 



Needle sizes quoted throughout this booklet arc ^ Baldwins Limited 1972 

UK: equivalent Metric sizes arc Nos. 2j mm ' 
for 12 and 3 mm for 1 1 . 







10th row— K.2, * M.2, K.l, M.2, K.5, 
M.2, K.l, M.2, K.2, rep. from * to end. 
These 10 rows form patt. 

Rep. them 4 times more, placing a 
coloured marker at beg. and end of 5th 
row on last rep. 

Slip these sts. on to a spare needle. 

RIGHT FRONT 

With No. 11 needles, cast on 53 sts. 
and work 3 rows garter stitch. 

Rep. 10 pattern rows, as worked on 
Back, 5 times, placing a coloured 
marker at beg. and end of 5th row on 
last rep. 

Slip sts. on to a spare needle. 

LEFT FRONT 

Work as for Right Front. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 53 sts. 

1st row — K. 

2nd row— K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

3rd row — K. 

Rep. 10 patt. rows as on Back 5 times, 
placing a coloured marker at beg. and 
end of 5th row on last rep. 

Break yarn and slip sts. on to a stitch- 
holder. 




YOKE 

With wrong side facing, slip stitches on 
to a No. 1 2 needle in following order : — 
Left Front, Left Sleeve, Back, Right 
Sleeve and Right Front (316 sts.). 

Rejoin yarn and work as follows : — 

1st row— K.4, * K.2 tog., rep. from 

* to last 4 sts., K.4 (162 sts.). 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row—* K.2 tog., y.fwd., rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., K.2. 

4th row — K. 

5th row — K.2, P. to last 2 sts., K.2. 

6th row— K.2, * K.l, P.1, rep. from 

* to last 2 sts., K.2. 

7th to 10th row— Rep. 6th row 4 times. 
11th row — K.2, * P.4, P.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 4 sts., P.2, K.2 (136 sts.). 
12th row— K.2, P.1, * y.r.n., P.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last 3 sts., P.1, y.o.n., 
K.2. tog. 

13th row — K.2, P. to last 2 sts., K.2. 
14th to 18th row — Rep. 6th row 5 
times. 

19th row— K.2, * P.1, P.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 2 sts., K.2 (92 sts.). 

20th row — K.2, P.1, * y.r.n., P.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last 3 sts., P.1, y.o.n., 
K.2 tog. 

21st row — As 5th row. 

22nd to 26th row — Rep. 6th row 5 
times. 



27th row — K.2, * P.1, P.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., P.1, K.2 (63 sts.). 
28th row— K.2, ♦ y.r.n., P.2 tog., rep. 
from * to last 3 sts., P.1, y.o.n., 
K.2 tog. 

29th row — K.2, P. to last 2 sts., K.2. 
Cast off knitways. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Matching rows marked with coloured 
markers and using a flat seam stitch 
Sleeves into position, then Join side and 
sleeve seams. 

Press seams very lightly following 
instructions on the ball band. 

Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at 
wrist, neck and commencement of 
Yoke, tying ribbon into a bow at 
wrists and stitching into position at 
front edge on Yoke, care being taken 
to thread loosely enough to give 
sufficient ease. 

Using holes in pattern on Yoke as 
buttonholes, sew on buttons to corres- 
pond. 

Helmet 

EAR FLAPS 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 3 sts. and 
work 10 in. (25 cm) in garter stitch. 

Continue in garter stitch inc. 1 st. at 
each end of next 6 rows (15 sts.). 

Work 6 rows straight. 

Slip sts. on to a spare needle. 

Work another piece the same, leaving 
sts. on needle. 

Next row — Cast on 13 sts., K. across 
these sts. and first group of 15 sts., cast 
on 36 sts., K. across second group of 
15 sts., cast on 13 sts. (92 sts.). 

Work 3 rows garter stitch. 

Continue in garter stitch with pat- 
terned sides as follows: — 

1st row — K. 

2nd row — K.9, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
P.15, K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.*, K.28, 
rep. from * to *, K.9. 

3rd row — K.l 3, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l 1, K.2 tog., y.fwd.*, K.36, 
rep. from * to *, K.l 3. 

4th row— K.9, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
M.2, K. 13, M.2, K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.*, 
K.28, rep. from * to *, K.9. 
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5th row— K. 13. ♦ (y.fwd., sl.l, K.l. 
p.s.s.o.) twice, K.9, (K.2 tog., y.fwd.) 
twice*, K.3^rep. from * to *, K.l 3. 
6th row— lO, *K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
M.2, K.l. M.2, K.ll, M.2. K.l, M.2, 
K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.*, K.28, rep. from 
* to *. K.9. 

7th row— K. 

8th row— K.9, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
P.3, L.15. P.3, K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.*, 
K.28, rep. from * to *, K.9. 

9th row— K.l 3, * y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l, y.r.n., P.15 tog., 
y.o.n., K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog., y.fwd.*, 
K.36, rep. from * to *, K.l 3. 

10th row— K.9, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.2, M.2, K.l, M.2, K.5, M.2, K.l, 
M.2, K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog.*, K.28, rep. 
from * to *, K.9. 

11th to 15th row — As 1st to 5th row. 
Dec. as follows: — 

1st row— K.5, K.2 tog., K.2, work as 
6th patt. row from * to *, (K.8, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.8, work as 6th patt. 
row from * to * K.2, K.2 tog., K.5. 
Keeping patt. correct, work 5 rows 
straight. 

7th row— K.4, K.2 tog., K.2, work as 
2nd patt. row from * to *, K.7, 
K.2 tog., K.8, K.2 tog., K.7, work as 
2nd patt. row from * to *, K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.4. 

Keeping patt. correct, work 5 rows 
straight. 

13th row— K.3, K.2 tog., K.2, work as 
8th patt. row from * to *, K.6, 

K.2 tog., K.8, K.2 tog., K.6, work 

as 8th patt. row from * to *, K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.3. 

Keeping patt. correct, work 5 rows 
straight. 

19th row — K.2, K.2 tog., K.2, work as 
4th patt. row from * to *, K.5, 

K.2 tog., K.8, K.2 tog., K.5, work as 
4th patt. row from * to *, K.2, 

K.2 tog., K.2. 

Keeping patt. correct, work 5 rows 
straight. 

25th row-«K.l, K.2 tog., K.2, work as 
10th patt. row from * to *, K.4, 
K.2 tog., K.8, K.2 tog., K.4, work as 
10th patt. row from * to *, K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.l (72 sts.). 

Shape top as follows : — 

1st row — K.2, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row— K.ll. (K.2 tog., K.IO) 4 
times, K.2 tog., K.l 1 (67 sts.). 



4th and every alt. row — K. 

5th row — K.l, * K.4, K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

7th row— K.l, * K.3, K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

9th row — K.l, * K.2, K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

11th row — K.l, * K.l, K.2 tog., rep. 
from * to end. 

12th row— K. 

Break yarn and thread through re- 
maining sts. 

Draw up and fasten off securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Using a flat seam, join back seam. 
Press seam as for Coat. 

Make a small pom pon and attach to 
top of Helmet. 

Mitts 

LEFT MITT 

** With No. 12 needles, cast on 38 sts. 
and work 3 rows in garter stitch. 
Continue in garter stitch, placing patt. 
as follows: — 

1st row — K.** 

2ndrow— K.2 1, P.15, K.2. 

3rd row— K.2, y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.ll, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.21. 
*** Keeping continuity of patt., con- 
tinue until 2 complete patts. have been 
worked. 

K. 2 rows. 

Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last st., K.l. Continue 
in garter stitch until work measures 
4 in. (10 cm) from top of peak, ending 
with right side facing. 

Shape top as follows : — 

1st row — K.3, * K.2 tog., K.3, rep. 
from * to end. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows — K. 

3rd row — K.3, * K.2 tog., K.2, rep. 
from * to end. 

5th row—* K.l, K.2 tog., rep. from 
* to end. 

Cast off. 

RIGHT MITT 

Work as for Left Mitt from ** to **. 
2nd row— K.2, P.15, K.21. 

3rd row— K.21. y.fwd., sl.l. K.l. 
p.s.s.o., K.ll, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.2. 
Complete as for Left Mitt from *** to 
end. 



TO MAKE UP 

Using a flat seam, join top and side 
seams. 

Press seams as for Coat. 

Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at 
wrist. 

Bootees 

With No. 12 needles, cast on 39 sts. 
and work 3 rows garter stitch. 

Continue in garter stitch placing patt. 
as follows : — 

1st row — K. 

2nd row— K. 12, P.15, K.12. 

3rd row— K.12, y.fwd., sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.ll, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.12. 
Keeping patt. correct, continue until 2 
complete patts have been worked. 

K. 2 rows. 

Next row — K.2, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

K. 1 row. 

Divide for instep 
1st row — K.24, turn. 

2nd row — K.9, turn. 

Continue in garter stitch on these 9 
centre sts. until work measures 2 in. 
(5 cm) from eyelet holes, ending with 
right side facing. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
inside edge of 15 sts. left, knit up 1 1 sts. 
along side of instep, K. across 9 sts. on 
needle, knit up 11 sts. down second 
side of instep, then K. remaining 15 
sts. (61 sts.). 

Work 9 rows garter stitch. 

Shape foot 

1st row — K.2 tog., K.22, K.2 tog., 
K.9, sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.22, sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o. 

2nd and 4th rows — K. 

3rd row — K.2 tog., K.20, K.2 tog., 
K.9, sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.20, sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o. 

5th row — K.2 tog., K.18, K.2 tog., 

K.9, sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.18, sl.l, K.l, 
p.s.s.o. 

6th row — K. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Using a flat seam, join foot and back 
seam. 

Press seams as for Coat. 

Thread ribbon through eyelet holes at 
ankles.
